Resource Persons and Participsnhs : 

Ihe resource persons and pni-t iri pan 1 d{ the workshop 
belonged to University Teaching Departments, Colleges of Education, 
E^asic Training Institutes, Physical Educaliori Institutes, Women 
Studies institutions, and other institutions like State Institute 
of Education, Regional College of Education, Madhya Pradesh 
Consultancy Organization and Eklavya. Most of the resource persons 
represented the university level curriculum development bodies of 
different universities of M,P. like Indore, Bhopal, Raipur, 
Bilaspur, Gwalior, Jabalpur, Ujjain, Sagar and F<ewa. Besides, them 
resource persons belonged to the institutions out side M.P. like 
SMDl Women's Unaversity, Bonitaayj Alagappa University, ramalnadu; 
Indian Institute of Education, Punej University of Delhi; and 
MCEP7, New Delhi. In all 48 resource persons/ participants 
participated in the workshop. 

SESSION - I ! 27th February, 1^92 

1 n t roiJuc 1 1 on Session ; 

'Ihe first session was devoted to introduction of resource 
persons and the participants in the contB,':t of wbmen education. 
Professor B.f. Passj welcomed to all the participants. Professor 
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Mrs. Usha Wa/ar conducted the session. Introduction session 
revealed that most of the participants belonqed to ttie rural areas. 
Gerieration wise analysis ot education background of women belonging 
to the participants’ -families revealed that the iwentith century 
has witnessed tremendous change in the area of women education. 
Women especially belonqinci to middle class families have 
developed positive awareness towards their own education and 
education of their offsprincjs- It was also eiipressed by the 
participants that disparities exist between men and women education 
in the rural areas. 

SESSION -- II ! 27th february, 1992 

The second session focussed on presentation of views of the 
participants on curricular programs of respective institutions on 
upliftment of status of women. It was expressed that the s/llabi 
D-l different institutions tiave prc'visions for study of problems of 
women education. Especial I/ at B.T.I. and B.Ed. levels such 
referencejE were witnessed. However special efforts have not been 
marie to bring women sturiien into the Incus nf teacher edumtion 
programs. 


SESSION - Ills 27th February, J992 

Professor Mrs. Usha Nayar made presented the status paper 
on women education in Madhya Pradesh. The set-sic'n was chaired by 
Professor B.t. l-'assi. Mrs. Nayar highlighted the rationale of 
introducing 'women studies' as an interdisciplinary action 
oriented Field of study. Dr, Nayar gave a comparative picture of 
status of women, especially educataorial status of women in 



developincj and developed countries of world. It was discussed from 
the poirit of view o( creation of eoual if ara ar^ society and equal 
level contra butiun of men and women to the field of hnowledge and 
development.

This session included presentation by Dr. K.C. Nauhiyal, 
Reader, Women Studies Unit, NCERT, New Delhi; Dr. Mrs. Anuradha 
Joshi, Lecturer, Institute of Education. Devi Ahilya 
Vishwavidyalaya, Indore and Dr. P-K. baiiuo, nedoer. Institute of 
Education, Devi Ahilya Vishwavidyalaya, Indore, Dr, Nautiyal 
presented synoptic view on the works of the women studies 
department with regard to analysts of curriculum at primary and 
secondary stages and analysis of school level text books. Dr. Mrs. 
Anuradha Joshi, presented a review of syllabi of teacher education 
programs at Nursery Teacher Training level, B.T.I. level, B.Ed. 
level, M.Ed. level and M.Phil. level. Mrs. Joshi presented special 
papers on women studies at B.Ed. level. Dr. P.k. Sahoo presented a 
review of researches on women education; sex as a variable in 
educational research; and justifications for encouraging women 
studies programs. Dr, Sahoo presented the report of an empirical 
study on needs and expectations of B.Ed. students with a view to 
encouragement of women studies activities through B.Ed. programs. 
The presentations were followed by groups discussions.

whole ^ay's work. It was highlighted that the curriculum outlines 
will be developed through group works, Broups were divided on four 
major areas teacher education programs at pre-primary and primary 
stages; secondary stage; M,Ed, and M.A. <Education) Stage; and 
M.Phil. and Ph.D. areas.

The syllabus outljnes on 
women studies were prepared on the basis of detailed analysis of 
existing curricula of different universities.

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Women's role in the society have been changing due to 
technological advanrements and modernisation. Women folks' 
social status in an agrarian society is certainly different from 
that of industrial society. Moreover the post industrial society 
Hast ui uuyiii. iifcfw openings for women's participation in all Malks 
of life. It was not possible in the case of male dominated 
industrialised society. The developing countries will have to 
make a quantum jump towards information society, there by 
accommodating a lot of changes in the BMisling life patterns. 

The trend analysis of women's participation in different 
walks of public life indicate an encouraging picture at global 
level. The post industrial society has paved the ways 
for leadership role of women in different organisations. The 
industrial society's work force were outer—directed, mechanical 
and supervision oriented. On the countrary the information 
society demand professional and trained personnel in the 
areas of information, service, finance, computer, bio-technology 
health' care etc. There is a trend that modern jobs become more 
and more skill oriented. Majority of graduate women enter to the 
fields of "professional" job than simple clerical, technical 
and labour. Today^s workforce give priorities to highly 


specified education. 



The management system o-f organisations in the information 
society has witnessed tremendous changes. New corporate 
Archetype management styles have been given priorities over 
traditional manager oriented style. Values like independence, 
free from bureaucratic functioning and seeking to balance work 
with other priorities of family, recreation etc. have been given 
priorities in modern management systems. Management leading to 
self development are efficiently handled by women managers. 

There is a trend of increasing leadership of women in the 
information society. During last two decades women's entry into 
different positions like physiciansi, executives and managers, 
banking personnel, layers have witnessed a tremendous increase. 
Moreover their entries into the male dominating manufacturing 
world have increased. Women's share of top manufacturing Jobs 
has been very much impressive. 

Many computer companies have made selections of women 
graduates at the top ranks. Talent required for information/ 
service sector treat gender very much irrelevant. There is also, 
an increasing trend in female-owned small business, there by 
claiming a major share in the economy. In view o^ small business 
having better competitive advantage over large companies women's 
high entry to small business can recognaze their contribution 
towards economy of information society. Besides these modern 
roles of women, the versatility of women's role in child care and 
home management have been recognized with due credits. Women's' 


( 



roles have been realised at every sphere of modern society such 
as ' family management, management of production sectors, 
management of information and service sectors as well as 

prominence in politics.

The above scenario is of course far from the Indian 
situations. Education can play a major role in bridging the 
gap between the existing backwardness and normative futures of 
women in the information society. Teacher education, which 
accommodates a major population of women students will have to 
gear towards specific requirements of women education in view of 
fast changing society. 

Openness in teacher education curriculum is to be 
encouraged especially in the context of changing role of women in 
the information society. Institutional level autonomy is to be

utilized for course development, teaching learning activities and 
evaluation practices. Participatory approach of curriculum 
development and implementation are to be encouraged. Women 
students are the best Judge to decide curricular goals and prac¬ 
tices with appropriate guidance and support from teacher educator

and teacher education instllutlons. 



WOMEN'S EDUCATION IN INDIAN CONTEXT

INTRODUCTION s 

Mahatama Bandhl (1918) said "Women is the companion of 
man gifted with equal mental capacities. She has the right to 
participate in the minutest details of the activities of man and 
she has the same rights of freedom and liberty as he. She 1 b 
entitled to a supreme place in her own sphere of activity as man 
is in his". Issues concerning woman were raised at many places 
by people at national and international level. Since then there 
has been a constant search for a unique policy and programs for 
women. Ultimately the priority is given to education because 
education is a tool of social change through which the future D*f 
women can be shaped. 

MEANINO OF WOMEN'S EDUCATION i 

Before any policy decision is made regarding women 

education, it is necessary to understand the meaning of it. One 

has to differentiate between women's education and education 

for women. This will help In stating objectives and framing 

curriculum of women education. Meaning of women education is to 

f 

educate women i-e. literacy percentage among women is to be 
increased. Where as, education for women would mean education

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which suits the woinen community. There js slight overlapping in 
both the concepts. It should be clear now that to increase the 
percentage literacy in women it is necessary to develop such a 
curriculum which suits women community. 

NEED OF WOMEN'S EDUCATION s 

In modern age the role ot women has chailyt-J. earlier the 
role of women was as wiveSj. mothers, home maker etc. But now 
women have started seeking employmenl to improve their socio¬ 
economic condition and to seek intellectual satis-faction. She 
teels hersel-f as a productive and constructive unit of national 
development. Hence the educational system must geared to meet 
ail these needs. The committee on status of women (1954) stated 
that "in the progressive society of tomorrow life should 
be a joint venture/ of men and women. Men should share the 
responsibilities of home and women in turn should share the 
social and economical responsibilities of men". Although the 
constitution has declared men and women as equal, but no 

significant change in social values and attitiirlos has occurred in 

the present society. The present society still continue to be 
men dominated. There might be various reasons for such a state 

of affair. One of the major reason might be lack of literacy and 

awareness among women. 

STATUS OF WOMEN'S EDUCATION J 

. ' 

The figures of education apd allied indicators of 1901 
census show that the literacy rate of females of 7 years and 



above in different states of India is between 20.84 to 39.42 
percent. Female literacy rate in Rajasthan is 20.84 percent 
which is the lowest in India and 39.42 percent is the highest in 
Kerla. Which has been now raised from 20.84 to 84.00 percept 
according to 1991 census. In rural areas it is found to be 17.96 
percent in all the communities, which is infact very low. 
According to data available, in 1986-07, the enrollment 
percentage of girls in class I is 67.96 percent including Urban 
and Rural girls and in class XII it Is 4.24 percent, which 14.04 
percent incase of rural schools. Enrollment in vocational XII 
class was 32.67 percent, where as in Assam, Bihar, Lakshdweep and 
A & N Island it was zero. In ‘983-86 drop out in class, 1 to 
VI11 is measured to be 70.4 percent in case of females of all 
communities. Looking at the Table- 1 it is clear that after 
dependence there is a slight programs in women's education, but 
still it is not satisfactory. There is a wide gap between male 
1 literacy and female literacy.

Ther« are eomc obetaclee in the way of mpreading women 
education through out the country. Some of them are discussed 
here t

1 . Wastage and stagnation ~ Wastage and stagnation in case of 
girls is quite high. It had been increased form 50’/. to 70%. 

2. Social structure - In Indian famalies it is generally made 

I 

clear to the young girls that there is a difference between 
the activities of man and woman. Parents prepare their 
daughters for their role as wife in later life and so a need 
where she should remain lower than her husband in all 
spheres. Even women their self look more satisfied in the 
role of housewife and experience more self fulfillment in 
role of mother and obedient wife. 

3. Role of media -■ TV, Cinema, Radio etc. also promote the 
feeling that woman is weaker than man. Most of the programs 
show that woman needs support of man for loving in the 
society. News papers also highlight the news like Dowry 
crimes, Bride burning etc. These things develop insecurity 
in woman, so she tries to adjust herself with every 
situation at the cost of her development. She does not want 
to grow herself. Secondly they present the women as a show 
piece and thing of advertisement. 

4. No fixed curriculum for women education - India is a 


country of villages. There are different customs and 



trsditions present in Indian society. It is very difficult 
to make 'the ideal curriculum which fulfills the needs of 
different people. 

5. Poverty - India is a poor country and ^07. of people live 

> under the poverty line. To earn money and eat bread is the 

first priority. 707 women populated work in the fields. 

They bear dual duties, home management and earning money.

SUGGESTIONS FOR HARNESSING WOMEN'S EDUCATION : 

To overcome the obstacles following steps can be taken ho 

promote women education. These are as follows t 

1. Provision of creche facilities - Creche should be opened at 
accessible distance to free the women and girls from child 
care. So that they can save time and learn something. 

2- Vocational education - High school and Higher secondary 
school curriculum to be tied up with Job oriented courses 
and vocational guidance should be provided for , employment 
opportunity.

3. Fle>iibility in Timings - To decrease the dropout rate of 
girls flexibility in timings should be introduced, schools 
should be converted in to play centers, lady teachers should 
be appointed specially in rural and backward areas. 

4. Nonformal courses- Adult education should be enriched il^ith 
new material and text books and modified with special 


reference to women.

The post independent era has witnessed very fast rate 
of expansion of involvement among women at different stages of 
education. Towards 1987 the ratio of enrollment of women at 
primary and middle stages were 79 and 53 respectively 
against their man counterparts position i.e. 112 and 67 
respectively (NIEPA, 19S9). At higher education stage the 
enrollment ration among boys and girls are 70:30 (NIEPA, 198S) 
ofcDursB a speedy growth of enrollment among women was 
witnessed during 1950-1989 i.e. the 10.97. of total enrollment 
(Sahoo, 1983) of 1950-51 increased upto 31.77.

The above facts reveal that more or less equality 
of sexes exist with regard to many dimensions of trainee 
personality and their relationship with teacher training 

programs. Moreover, teaching has been rated as the most 
attractive profession among women. Especially in urban areas 
women teachers strength excels to that of men teachers. 

Inspite of high level attitude and appreciation level of women 
teachers towards teaching profession they have not shown much 
keenness to work in farflung rural areas. Moreover with a

A few project works have been undertaken by the teacher

Consolidated e-f forts have not been made, so far, to 
integrate women education as one of the special foucsses to 
teacher education curriculum. 

With a view to identify the needs and priorities of 
woman teacher trainees on this area a systematic effort was 
made to conduct an empirical study of 40 women trainees and 
19 men trainees at B.Ed. level of Institute of Education, 
DAW, Indore, The wcsmen trainees were asked to think over the 
problem of women education level and to suggest ways and means 
to tackle the same. Curricular modification at teacher 
education stage as suggested by women teacher trainees were 
sought thorough a Brain Storming Session- As many as 75 ideas 
were generated through such session. These ideas were analyzed 
contentwisB and put under 21 clusters. Afterwards the women 
trainees were interviewed to express their opinion on a four 
point rating scale viz,. , Agree to a large extent, Agree to 
Average extent, Agree to some extent and Drs nut agree at 
‘The results were tabulated and analyzed as follows !
